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Released War 
Prisoner, Home 


Confinement as .a prisoner of 
war in the Stalag Luft No. 1 camp 
was not so bad as in other Nazi 
camps, First: Lt. Walter J..Roeben 
revealed today, but as the war 
neared its end and supplies gave 
out the menu became skimpy. 
Then, on May 5, the Russian army 
broke into Barth to liberate the 
American army officers, bringing 
with them ‘Steaks, hams and “all 
the milk we could drink.” 

“That was a happy day for us,” 
Lt. Roeben declared. Son of Mrs. 
Emilie Roeben, 857 Washington 
‘;oulevard, he ‘arrived in Upland 
Saturday on a 60-day furlough. 

WERE WELL TREATED 

Lt. Roeben was bombardier on 
a B-24 based in Italy and was shot 
down by the Nazis on a raid over 
Linz, Austria, June 25 of last year. 
He, the co-pilot and navigator were 
taken prisoners by the Germans’ 
and he was sent to the officers’ 
prisoner of war camp in northern 
Germany. 





For the next 10 months he was | 


confined to the Stalag Luft camp 
No. 1 and reperts “the Germans 
treated us rather decently. We 
had it pretty easy, compared to 
prisoners of war in other camps.” 

“Then, in May, the Russians 
came, 

“They brought 60 or 70 head of 
cattle, about 200 head of swine 
end plenty of milk, all we could 
drink. They realy set this camp 
un right, and did''we have a feast! 
It was our first big meal in a long 
time.” 

“We. stayed with the Rtssians 
three or four days, waiting for 
planes to take us out,” he con- 
tinued. “We just tagged along 
‘with them and had ‘a good time un- 


til the Russians joined up ‘with the| weather. 


British lines.” 


GIVE BELGIANS CREDIT 

“The Russian infantrymen,” he 
declared, “treated the American 
infantrymen very well.” After 
joining the British, jeeps were 
furnished to take ..the. American 


Lt. Roeben visited Brussels and} 
reports “the Belgians really. ap- 
preciate what the Americans have 
done for them. You can give the 
Belgians cerdit, they were swell 
and treated us first rate.” 

Lt. Roeben was then flown to 
Reims, France, in a B-17 on May 
13 and on the following day C-47 
planes took him and other lider- 
ated priscners cf war to La Havre. 

He made the trip to New York} 
by boat, arriving 10 days ago, ana 
came to Upland by train.

1. A $25,000,000 cold strip mili 
at Fontana to supply sheet and 
strip steel for Pacific coast manu- 
facture of refrigerators, washing 
machines, stoves, drums, sidings, 
utensils, and a tin plate mill to 
supply the can industry. 

2. A $25,000,000 seamless tube 
and electric welded pipe mill at 
Geneva, to make pipe for the oil 
industry. 

3. A $12,000,000 
fabricating layout at Geneva, to 
manufacture steel wheels and 
axles for post-war boxcars. 

4. A $7,000,000 hot strip roll- 
ing mill at Geneva to supply plates 
construction, boxcars and 
steel coils for fabri- 
cating in many ccast factories, 

Mr. Kaiser asked the govern- 
ment for speedy negotiations for 
lease of Geneva on successive five 
year terms with option to buy. 
The Defense Plant corporation 
owns the Geneva plant. 

He declared there is a terrific 
fizht to stop the operation cf west- 
ern steel.

program of the Veterans Adm!n- 
istration to facilitate and expe- 
dite its services to returning World 
War II veterans, and to cffer a 
better and mcre convenient service 
to all veterans in the area. 
MANY FUNCTIONS 
A numoer of diverse functions 
are performed by the Veterans 
Administration, ranging from edu- 
cation under the “GI Bill of Rights’ 


through hospitalization and med- 
ical care to pension claims by vet- 
erans and their surviving depend- 
ents. Some of these services ap- 


pear below. 
Many returning service men are 


interested in the educational fea- 
tures cf the “GI Bill of Rights.” 
However, not all of them realize 
that every service man discharged 
under “other than dishonorable 


circumstances” is entitled to the 
minimum one year’s education un- 
der the “re-training or refresher” 
provision, Vocational training and 
education is also available to vet- 
erans who are vocationally handi- 
capped under the 
section. This law entitles many 
men to as much as four years oi 
training, either in school, or on the 
job. Many of these men would ve 
entitled to less under the broader 
terms of the “GI Bill,” and in 
cases where there is doubt in the 
applicant’s mind as to the appli- 
cation and advantages of the two 
laws, information and aid will be 
given, 


TO ASSIST 

The local office will assist the 
veteran to arrange for such hos- 
pitalization or domiciliary care as 
he may be entitled, including emer- 
gency treatment and ambulance 
service where warranted. 

Returning service men will be 
assisted and advised concerning 
their National Service Life Insur- 
ance. Rates for retention and con 
version of their p?licies, and the 
advantages of the different con- 
version plans will ‘te discussed 
with’ them.
